To be a college athlete fit for "team" work necessi- 
tates fortitude and self-restraint, patience and silence in defeat

It was at the Royal High School 
In Bdlniburgn that the Principal com- 
menced the educational career in which 
grand- ' lr nas bpen * u pre-eminently success- 
ful. Sir W illiam proved a scholar of 
high promise, and this whs subsequent- 
ly justified by a brilliant career at the 
university. He graduated in ISTj. and. 
although the youngest finalist of that 
>ear. succeeded iu carrying off, at the 
head of the list, first-class honors in 
classics. He was also successful in ob- 
taining the Greek Travelling Fellow- 
ship, and for some time thereafter

valuable, and they arc obtained only at great cost in special post 
graduate courses in after-life by those who did not cultivate them 
in their college student days. The possession of such qualities 
greatly enhances the chances of such success in outside life. 

These compensations are admitted and amplified by Dr. Har- 
low Brooks, Professor of Clinical .Medicine in New York Univer- 
sity, in an article entitled "The Effect of College Athletics on 

After-Life," published in the American P ractitioner, but in doing i" Magdalen cloister, or because here 
so he puts before his readers an aspect of the question which hasl Arnold To > nb(,( -' P a "scd. In these he 
not been dwelt upon before. Dr. Brooks is Medical Officer of a 
National Guard regiment largely composed of ex-college men, and 
in that capacity he has had to examine and oversee their military 
Work anywhere from five to fifteen years after they have left 
college. Tie has, therefore, had special opportunities for forming 
an estimate of the value of college athletics to the student in after- 
life, and his conclusions must come as a shock to those who have 
made a cull of athletics. His statistics, however, justify his con- 
clusions. He examined in one year twelve different members of 
the regiment, all at one time famous as college football players and 
six of them ex-captains of their teams. "These were subjected 
to the some work and physical tests as those men who hail passed 
through their college without any particular athletic distinction or 
who had never enjoyed the opportunities of college life," and of 
these twelve he found but one who could be rated physically up to 
the average of his comrades of his own age. This one exception v 
Mas a graduate of Vale, who has since died in his early "thirties" 
of acute diabetes mellitus. 

Dr. Krooks found similar results arising from cultivation of 
other college sports, ami the delects were "even more marked in 
trackmen, and especially in oarsmen." The experience of other 
physicians, he says, especially of those connected or associated 
with athletic clubs, has developed the same conclusion. The dis- 
tinguished college athlete is after ten years of severe business life 
below the average college man in bis physical capacities and in his 
power to resist disease, and he may fall below the level of the 
entirely non-athletic man in this respect. The defects arc chiefly 
lesions or disturbances of the lirai t and circulatory organs, adi- 
posity and joiut disease. 

Dr. Brooks endeavors to explain the results as he finds them. 
His explanation may be summed up by saying that in after-life 
the athlete joins the "armchair s.uiad." and consequently the phy- 
sical deterioration is more marked in him than in the ordinary 
individual on the principle that an avalanche is. greater and more 
destructive the higher on the mountain-side it begins. It may be 
questioned, however, whether this explanation suffices. Lesions 
of the heart and circulatory apparatus in college athletes in after- 
life would seem to indicate that during college days the athlete, 
by his severe exercises and in the occasional "spurts" in the ath- 
letic field, has laid the foundations for future disease. 

Dr. Brooks concedes that his views will be disputed by phy- 
sical trainers and by many of those who have little to do with the 
man as lie lives and works under the severe demands of business 
life, years after he has left college. His views are. he claims, 
supported by those who havc to do with such college men as family 
practitioners or consultants in after-life, and even insurance com- 
panies look askance at the ex-college athlete. 

What. then, is wise counsel? Dr. Brooks advis.es against 
specialization in athletic work, the making of records while the 
body is in the formative period. Then there will be no "athlete's 
heart," no overstrained renal organs, and no general physical 
breakdown. This advice, however, will fall on deaf ears until 
parents blacklist colleges in which athletics arc an obsession and 
a cult.

At base it is not so different, this 
reeling or American uudet graduate 
youth, from what one reels in the galu 
scenes ou the Isis or tbc Thames 
when English schoolboy lite throbs to 
the Dill with every instinct of victory 
ami effort. It is a very real spirit or 
success, of doing that breuthes 
through the play-activities of the stu- 
dent world, difficult of comprehen- 
sion to the outsider, but forniiug an 
invaluable accompaniment or student 
existence.

Returning to Scotland. Sir William 
was elected to the Mackenzie Scholar- 
ship at Edinburgh Tor exceptional abil- 
ity in classical and English literature, 
and shortly nrterwards gained an open 
scholarship at Corpus Cbrtstl College.

Ninety-eight per cent, of the wound- 
ed soldiers treated a: the American 
Womens War Hospital have hecn 
. cured or Improved, according to a re- 
port just issued on the second thou- 
, sand cases bandied by that institution. 
The hospital is at Paignton. South 
Devon, with Sir William Osier. Med. 
i 82, as consulting physician, and Dr. 
Pcnhallow as chief surgeon. 

Tbe report shows that of the sur- 
gical cases ti3 per cent, were cured 
and 33 per cent, improved. Tbe saine 
percentage of cures and impioveiueuis 
was secured in medical cases, in ihe 
thousand cases there were but five 
deaths, or considerably less than 1 per 

cant, 

The promptness with which relief is 
given to men on the battlefield im- 
mediately after they are wounded is 1 
brought out by the statistics of the re- 
port. Of the total wounded cases one- 
quarter of them had received Immé- 
diats first aid field dressing, and an 
additional 13 per cent, had received 
this field dressing within fifteen min- 
utes. Another L'3 per ccut. had becu 
treated on the field within one hour 
of being wounded, while a small re- 
maining percentage were treated with- 
in a fc«- hours, and a very few after a 
long delay of forty-eight and seveuty- 
two hours. 

Gas-poi6oning is one of the princi- 
pal causes of tbe cases treated, aud. 
while typhoid has been largely reduc- 
ed, there weie seven cases. The num- 
ber of amputations was lourteen. 
which, considering the number of seri- 
ous cases, was an cxceptioually favor- 
able showing. 

As showing the different (lasses oil treaty which 
wounds received in action, the follow- had to declare 
ing percentages were given on perfor- 
ating wounds; Shrapnel, 12 per cent.; 
shell. 2 per cent.: bullet. 39 per cent.: 
grenade, I per cent. In surface 
wounds the percentage of shrapnel in- 
jury is greater and of bullet Injur) 
less. The wounds from bayonets is 
tbe smallest, being less than 1 pel 
cent.
